city of Upland is rich in history. As the city 
has grown it has changed with the times, but 
some of its older buildings still stand in tribute to 
its past. 

On the cover, is the now-deserted Sante Fe 
Railroad Depot. It is the second depot to stand on 
that spot. Built in the Spanish mission style in 
1936, the building sits just south of the Town 
Center on A Street, into a restaurant. 

The Upland Police Department, top left, was 
once the City Hall. It was built in 1939 in the 


= irst settled over a century ago and 


moderne style as part of President Franklin 
Roosevelt’s Works Projects Administration. It 
became the police office in the mid-1970s, but 
the department has since outgrown it. 

Plans are being drawn now for a new station 
at a location in the northwest portion of the city,, 
which would be constructed in about two years. 

Like the police department, the Detective 
Bureau, center, once served another purpose. It 
was originally a public library built with $10,000 
donated by philanthropist Andrew Carnegie in 
1913. Local builder John Geery constructed it in 
the classic style. It later was used by the city 
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Recreation Department before the Detective 
Bureau took it over. 

City officials are considering turning the City 
Hall-turned-Police Department into a senior 
citizens’ center and the library-turned-Recreation- 
building-turned-Detective Bureau back into a 
Recreation Department building. 

The office building, right, popularly known as 
“The Castle House,” was originally a physician’s 
home. According to an old newspaper article, it 
was built in 1905 by Dr. L.V. Harvey at 219 N. 
Euclid St. Harvey told the reporter that it was the 
first all-electric house in Upiand.

Carden Arbor View School will 
have to show the Upland City 
Council why it should keep its 
operating permit, the council 
voted last week. 

The public hearing at tne 
council’s Nov. 3 meeting will be 
the start of legal proceedings to 
revoke the private school’s 
conditional use permit 
according to City Attorney Don 
Maroney. 

The school took the city to 
court last winter to stop it from 
enforcing the requirement of a

Although the court ruled the 
school must follow city 
requirements, it has yet to 
comply 

Angry neighbors of the school 
at 1510 N. San Antonio Ave. have 
been protesting this and other

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Flood leaves mark 
home 


on one

The Oct. 2 flash flood left its 
muddy mark on the home of San 
Antonio Heights resident Larry 
Langdale. Literally. 


A 2-foot ring of dirt lay in 
testimony to the floodwaters 
that crashed against the white 
exterior walls of the home on 
north San Antonio Avenue. 


Soggy, muddy rust-colored 
carpets lay rolled on the patio 
ready to be thrown away. On the 
other side of the patio lay the 
remains of an 8-foot comr ::ation 
block and wood wall des.royed 
in the storm. 

The home’s interior is no 
better, with the carpets removed 
to reveal the mud-lined floors in 
the damp, musty rooms. 

Langdale is spending his 
vacation mopping up after the 
30-minute flood that caused an 
estimated $14,000 damage to his 
home. 

What makes him particularly 
discouraged is that this is the 
third flood that has damaged his 
home since he and his wife 
Betty built it 11 years ago. Flood 
insurance will not cover the 
incident because it does not 
affect a large enough area, he 
said.

what he could do, but we felt 
something should have been 
done,” she said. 

Maroney said the residents 
should have appealed to the 
City Council if they were 
concerned. 

The residents were also 
upset when Maroney and the 
city allowed the schoo! to have 
more than the 225 students 
allowed by their permit, 
McDonough said. 

Although Maroney said the 
city only allowed the students 
to remain until the end of the 
fall semester, McDonough said 
Carden Arbor kept the extra 
children until the end of the 
school year in the spring. 

Maroney charged that the 
residents want an attorney who 
represents their particular 
interests rather than the 
general interests of the city. 

He recommended revocation 
of the school’s permit Monday, 
but he said it would have been 
premature to do so earlier. 

“| don’t just go out and 
revoke any permit when they 
violate their conditional use 
permit,” he said. “‘It takes 
taxpayer money to do that.” 

He said that he feels Upland 
now has enough evidence that 
the school is not living up to 
its permit conditions to risk 
taking the matter to court. He 
said that he has waited for 
adequate proof because the 
court will take the school’s 
$400,000 investment into 
account.

Another way to keep varnish 
from skinning or gelling over is 
to keep putting the varnish in 
progressively smaller cans as 
you use the varnish.

a fire in ahigh-rise. That costs 
the taxpayers money.” 

The intent of the ordinance, 
Michael said, is to shift some of 
the cost of preventing such fires 
from taxpayers to the developers 
that will build Rancho 
Cucamonga’s high-rises.

developers had a chance to 
review it and make comments. 

Michael said copies of the 
ordinance had been giv@p to 
several developers. 

“They all knew this was to be 
the first reading of the ordinance 
tonight,” he said, “if there was 
significant opposition I’m sure 
they would have been here to 
comment.”
